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Paris, July 28.—Madame 
Henri- 


etta Caillaux, looked worn and ill 
when she was conducted today into 
the prisoner's enclosure of the crim- 
inal court ot the palace of Justice 
for the eight days' hearing in her 
trial for the murder of Gastoii Cai- 
mette, editor of 
the 
Figaro. 
She 


shook her head wearily and crouchea 
on the prisoners' 
bench with her 


face buried in her iiands as Maitre 
Labori, her defender, greeted her. 


The proceedings started with 
a 


speedh by Ednardo Selignian, one of 
the attornejs representing the family 


^ of the murdered editor 


Madame Caulaux again fainted in 


court today and Judge Albanel sus- 
pended the sitting. 


Madame Caillaux had been 
be- 


coming visibily weaker as the sitting- 
continued and. appeared unconscious 
of what was occurring in court. A 
hot water bottle was placed beneath 
her feet and a cushion at her back 
soon after s'rie entered the court 


Meanwhile Maitre Selignian con 


tmued his address. 


"The sons of 
Gaston 
Calniette 


asked us to bring them to this court 
to seek justice," lie said. "We re- 
iused to do so but do not forget, 
gentlemen of the jury, with 
what 


anguish the orphans await your ver- 
dict. You have heard witnesses af- 
ter witnesses speak in praise of the 
late M Calmelte. There has 
been 


only one discordant note and that 
oame from M. Caillaux. What con- 
nection with the case has the fortune 
ot the murdered man' 
How many 


millions must a man have in order 
to permit his being assassinated with 
complete impunity?" 


The jury was next addressed by 


Maitre Chenu and his cutting analy- 
sis of the actions of Madame Caillaux 
on. the day of the tragedy was too 
cmiuch for tihe prisoner. 
She collaps- 


ed and fell in a heap on the floor of 
the prisoner's enclosure. 


"I will speak of nothing except 


the assassination of M. Calniette" 
Maitre Chenu was saying. 
"I will 


ask the accused whether when she 
spoke of her love for her dauglhter 
she thought of the two children of M. 
Calmette, whose picture never - left 
him. I shall not attempt to go into 
the biography of Mme Caillaux 
She 


is a cool, sensible woman without 
emotion or pity. 
Slhe had tears only 


for herself " 


She would with tenacity to break 


up her lover's home. You see the re- 
sult—the mistress triumphed over 
the lawful spouse. 
They are bound 


up in each other, in their happiness, 
in their hopes, even in their murder 
plans. 


"M. Caillaux is a man of inordi- 


nate and limitless ambition, whose 
power rests on his own audacity and 
on the fear he inspires 


"M. Caillaux omitted to tell his 


wife of the assurance given by Presi- 
dent Poincare that Calmette was in- 
capable of printing private letters 
They did not fear that. What they 
feared was the publication of the re- 
port by Victor Fabre on the Roclhette 
swindle. 


"The husband's violent words at 


the lunch table decided the wife rto 
substitute herself for him and she 
prepared the assassination with 'as 
much calmness as a society woman 
filling in calls between two tea par- 
ties."

What Newark People Spend

To See the Moving Pictures 


\ 
(' ' 
.'Che.re is probably -hot one person of 


every hundred in Newark, who gives 


>" a second thought to the 
stupendous 


growth' of "the moving- picture .busi- 
ness, considered as a commercial and 
industrial-' institution,' nor has any 
conception of its influence, not only 
upon the thought 
and 
action of a 


community but upon the business life. 


Viewed as a national institution a 


few facts will be of Interest, and these 
may be applied and" 'fitted to local 
conditions with a result that will sur- 
prise those who take the trouble to 
give serious consideration 
to the 


matter. 


We will first glance at the movie 


business from its broadest sphere, and 
from statistics 'gathered recently and 
printed in Colliers, results are noted 
which are absolutely astonishing. 


Five million people, more than all 


the residents of 'Paris and 
Chicago 


' combined, see the movies every day in, 


the week; over - $500,000 000, 
nearly 


- twice the amount of 
greenbacks in 


circulation, are invested in the busi- 
ness; a force of men and 
women 


equal to the population 
of Kansas 


City is engaged in creating and ex- 
ploiting them. 


The theatres devoted to the show- 


ing of moving pictures placed side by 
side would stretch Irom New York 
City to Hartford, Conn., and the films 
produced in a year would girdle 
the 


globe three times. 


But these are abstractions and are 


hardly conceivable to the 
ordinary 


mind, without the aid of concrete il- 
lustrations. 


Jn 190S, the Motion Picture Patents 


company, based on the original Edi- 
son invention, ruled the reel world. 
It floated such brands as laibin, Vita- 
graphy, Biograph, Edison, Kalem and 
Essanay. This was a monopoly (as- 
sociated with the General Film com- 


- pany) -and led to a revolt. Men who 
chafed under this restraint began an 
independent movement which resulted 
in the Mutual Film company, now 
comprising nine producing companies 
and fifteen exchanges. The Universal 
has a kindred force,. 


.[With the competition of these three 


companies came the evolution from 
the original 1000-foot reel to the so- 
called "feature," with its three to 
five reel narrative based on some fam- 
ous play, novel or memorable event. 
Then entered the field such producing 
directors as Augusi Thomas and Dan- 
iel Frohman. 


At this time arrived also the era of 


sky prices for material and 
service. 


Sarah Bernhardt got $30,000 to appear 
in 
"Queen Elizabeth," Rex Beach 


sold the film right to "The Spoilers" 
for $10,000; John 
Bunny graduated 


' from $30 per week to $ir.,000 a year: 


. and Mary Pickford took a spurt 
to- 


ward earning $25,000 yearly. 


Now has come too, the surrender to 


the silent actors of the 
film 
such 


standard theatres 
as 
the 
Herald 


Square, Broadway and Savoy in New 
York, and McVickers in Chicago. 


Now as to 
the 
profits. 
Three- 


agencies contribute, the producer, the 
exchange or distributor, and the ex- 


- hibitor, who 
shows 
it to 
the 


public. 
Under 
the 
old 
order 


ot monopoly exchanges were owned by 
a group of the big producers. Exhibit- 
ors were arbitrarily limited in their 
supply. 
Now the owner of a small 


theatre can throw upon his screen the 
products of Universal, Mutual, 
and 


General, and if he pays the price the 
"features." Now for some 
figures. 


The American picture makers 
con- 


sume about 72,000 
miles of film 
a 


year. Of this 60,000 miles are 
pro- 


duced in America. This film costs an 
average of 2 3-4 cents per fpot deliv- 
ered. 
Roughly speaking the 
outlay 


for raw material is $J 0,000,000 a year. 


To this must be added not less than 


$40,000,000, a conservative estimate of 
the cost of producing 
photo-plays, 


which make a gross outlay of $50,- 
000,000. 


A few years ago the average cost of 


finished films was from 50 cents per 
foot to $1. With the advent of "stars" 
and expensive literary material like 
In the production of "The Prisoner of 
Zenda," the price has gone to $5 per 
foot. 


A few facts .will give a hint of the 


expensive 
expansion. The original 


flimsy Edison studio called the "Black 
Maria," which was moved about on a 
'track so as to keep up with the sun 
'(it was the type of the early kind,) 
has given way to the million-dollar 
steel and glass, plant with accessories 
like complete zoos, ranches, and regu- 
lar staffs of scores of actors and 


- actresses. More than- a dozen compa- 
nies have establishments that repre- 
sent more than $1,000,000 each. Out 
near Los Angeles, in the heart of the 
outdoor motion-picture empire, there 
are concerns with weekly salary lists 
of over $15,000. One owner has a park 
of 20,000 acres, and another huge com- 
bination, the Universal, has a city all 
its own. 
" 
. . 
Salaries have soared. 
There was a 


time when the motion-picture 
actor 


was glad to get $5 a day. Now many 
get from $20 to $30 a day, while such 
favorites as Costello, Baggott, Kerri- 
gan, and various others, draw 
down 


$10,000-a-year. It is no 
infrequent 


thing -for a manager to spend Irom 
$10,000 to $15,000 on a production and 
i-malce no bones of it. 
* 


This seems an opportune place to. 


inject some of the hitherto untold 
romance of the reels and to show the 
pranlts that fortune has played with 
notable films. 
/' 


, 
The 
case 
furnished 
by 
"Quo 


iVadis" is one in point. 
This film 


was made in Italy at a cost of about 
$45,000 in •, Italian .money. 
Over 


here, with thes higher cost of labor, 


-it would have'meant an outlay of 


nearly $60,000. 


The way it came to America is in- 


teresting. George Kleine, one of the 
'pioneer producers—the man who put 
the K into the name of the Kalem 
'company—had retired from the busi- 
'ness at fifty^with a fine competency. 
While on a trip to Italy he saw the 
"Quo Vadis" film. He knew that the 
only way to produce it was in a big 
.New York theater first and at prices 


I higher than those usually charged. 


After some negotiating with other 
theaters he booked It nt' the A star 
theater for fouc weeks.' 


The success of "Quo Vadis" w'als 


sensational. At prices of 25 and 50 
cents it filled the theatre twice a 
day and ran for fifteen weeks. At 
Mcyicker's in.Chicago it almost du- 
plicated this record.— Then began an. 
amazing career. 
Theatres all over 


the country pleaded to hav^e the film. 
It ran all summer in Boston, 
two 


months in Philadelphia, five weeks 
in Baltimore, and so on from coast to 
coast. During some weeks it played 
to $5,000 a week in New York alone, 
and during the first eight months it 
brought in 
$250,000 
and 
is still 


doing business. 


It will now be interesting to view 


local conditions in the moving pic- 
ture realm. 


In the winter of 1906 the first real 


moving picture theater .was op.ened in 
Newark. 
As far back as 1897 the 


Corbett-Fitzsimmon« 
fight 
was 


shown on a screen at the Auditorium, 
but at the time mentioned two men 
from Toledo started the first movie 
"theater" in the south room of the 
three story brick building that occu- 
pied the site upon which the Trust 
building now stands. It had a run of 
five weeks, when the Elliott Hard- 
ware company, the last tenant of 
the room on the' alley corner vacated 
and work began tearing down the 
building. 
The theatre then moved 


to the 
west room of the old Metz 


building on the site now owned by 
Meyer & Landorf, across from the 
Auditorium. 
This room had been 


occupied by Fred G. Speer, and was 
successful for some time. 


The next theatre established was 


in the room now occupied by the 
Lyric, next to Dupler's meat market 
and then followed others which tor 
a time had precarious existences, un- 
til there are now four regular 'louses 
on a paying basis besides the Audi- 
torium and Orpneum where pictures 
are shown in connection with other 
speaking productions. 


The four theatres wall average a 


seating capacity of 300, and all have 
an excellent patronage, the Grand, 
operated by Abram L. Thomas, and 
the Gem, operated for the Southern 
Ohio Amusement company, by John 
Gallagher are located on the South 
Side. 


The Mazda in West Main street in 


the old opera house block is managed 
by J. D. Bader, while the Lyric is 
under the direction of Samuel Gal- 
lag'her. 


It is estimated that on Saturdays 


and 
Sundays 
each- one 
of these 


theatres will probably show to 2000 
people each day but to be conserva- 
tive it may be taken that 1500 is the 
linnit, the total of the four being 
6000 Saturday and as many Sunday. 


For these two days then there is 


spent in Newark 12,000 nickles or 
$600. It is again conservative to say- 
that 750 per day attend each theatre 
upon the other five days or a total 
of 3000 per day or 15,000 for the 
five days. This would make a total 
of "27,000 persons who spend each" 
week $1350 to be amused 
at the 


movie shows in Newark. 


And 
the total 
is 
undoubtedly 


greater than the one quoted, but a 
little thought Wiill convince anyone, 
that the photoplay is popular in New- 
ark and this popularity is upon the 
increase.
